Our Japanese correspondent Takashi reports a number of North and 
South Korean stations. 


3250 kHz, North Korean female numbers in AM. Started with ‘Red Flag 
Song', followed by Korean female numbers at 1400 UTC. Also noted on 
621, 657, 702, 720, 855, 6400 kHz. 621 and 3250 kHz are famous Radio 
Pyongyang frequencies beamed to Japan. These stations went QRT in 
August. 


4770 kHz, North Korean female numbers in AM. Started with an arranged 
version of the 'General Kim Ill Sung' melody, the same interval signal 
as Radio Pyongyang beamed to overseas, then the melody of ‘Cantata 

to Marshal Kim Sun', followed by Korean female numbers. Also noted 

on 5879 kHz. This station also went QRT in August. 


Most active AM numbers from North Korea went QRT except for 3320, and 
6250 kHz. The result of Southern and Northern harmony? M40 and M82, 


both North Korean CW numbers, are still active.

John Maky and Hugh Stegman in the USA, Takashi Yamaguchi in Japan, 

and John Batty in Australia, all report the mysterious ‘Slot Machine’. 
John Maky describes the signal as ''a continuous pilot tone with 13 
tones played over it, spaced in a 4/5/4 group, then repeated. The 
signal really sounds like a slot machine or computer game. When both 
freqs are up, it appears to be running in parallel.'' 


There are probably more stations in parallel on the same frequencies. 


The signal appears on 4292, 6419, 6446, 8589, and 8705 kHz. Takashi 
comments: ''very powerful on all frequencies. '' 


The transmissions seem to come from the East Asia as they follow the 
reception patterns of New Star BC on 8300 kHz when heard in the USA, 
while the signal can be heard all day long in Japan. John Batty 
confirms this with his log: 


''At 0730z (local evening in QLD Australia) the signal was 
present on all 4 frequencies, strength 3, and when I checked 
again at 1330z, (2330 local) they were all still there, same 
strength. Throughout, signal strength and signal fading were 
the same as mainland Asian signals close by in the band (XSG3, 
XSD, Guangzhou etc). I had 5-second-cycle S3 to S1 fading on 
all 4 frequencies. Signals from New Zealand and Nandi Aeradio 
were both much weaker than the "mystery station". I would 
guess at an Asian location.'' John adds:''Look at the way they 
fade in here ... 


Q615z nothing was audible on any of the frequencies. 

Q730z 6417 had nothing. 6445 barely audible. 8588 was S1. 
8705 just barely audible. 

0800z 6417 just audible, 6445 S1, 8588 S2, 8705 S11. 


0815z was local sunset. 6417 just audible, 6445 went to S1+, 
8588 S2+, 8705 S1+ 
0900z 6417 up to S1, 6445 S3-4, 8588 S4-5, 8705 S2-3 


Hope someone can put all the clues together. Baffles me, never 
heard a signal quite like it.'' 


Neither did I, John. Needless to says that any info about this puzzle 
is most welcome. You can download a MP3 sound sample from the N&O 
website. The MP3 was recorded by Takashi.

The unid station that operates on 3007-29007 kHz, is probably a 
point-to-point propagation logger. We are very interested to hear 
your comments, suggestions and logs. So far we only received reports 
from Europe. 


A ptp propagation logger usually works with two stations. The first 
one sends a short burst and if the secondary station hears this, it 
responds by sending the burst back to the control station. The 
stations change frequency every ten seconds. The cycle starts on 
3007 kHz at hh.07.02, the answer back follows after ca. 0.66 secs, 
or hh.07.03. At hh.07.10 they jump to 4007 kHz, where the burst is 
sent at hh.07.12 and the answer back at hh.07.13. At hh.07.20 up to 
5007 kHz, etc., all the way up to 29007 kHz. The same cycle is 
repeated at hh.37.02, starting on 3007 kHz. The system doesn't look 
very complicated. 


The station was discovered by Klaus, who heard it on 5007 and 15007 
kHz. About a week later the station was noted on every xxx7 frequency 
from 3-29 MHz. Both Klaus and a dxer from central Europe analysed 

the signals. The characteristics are as follows: 


- Modulation : F1B 


- Speed : 100 Baud 

- Shift : 125 Hz 

- Bit pattern: The station starts with a short steady signal, then 
transmits a 7 bits character three times and off air 
with a short steady signal. The 7 bits character has 
a 3:4 proportion code, all the same. The second 
station has the same code, but it has less energy 
at the receiving point. 


- Location : According to the modulation, speed, shift and the 
code that is used, it might be of Russian or CIS 
origin.

The number of FAPSI RTTY logs is very low these days. Diminishing 
number of transmissions?; a diminishing interest of the monitors?; 


or do they use other -unreadable- modes??? I will upload the updated 
list of freqs, callsigns, and link# shortly. 


The location of callsign BFR on link 00030 is the Russian embassy in 
The other end of the link is RGA in Moscow. This once more 
indicates that the network is a diplo net. We have to guess at the 
nature of the messages, but because this is traffic between -MFA?- 
Moscow and Russia's diplomatic and trade establishments in the world, 
the messages are most probably of a diplomatic nature. However, 
Russian intelligence (FSB, SRV, GRU) are known to conduct sigint 
collection from diplomatically immune buildings, like embassies and 
consulates. It is therefore quite safe to assume that some of the 
messages are to or from the local spy master or military attachC.

Two historic stations described by Simon Mason in his book ‘Secret 
Signals'; the 4-note and 8-note stations [G08 and G18] 


:: FOUR NOTE RISING SCALE [G08/G08A/G08B] 


I began with a station I had first heard in 1971. It was a German 
station using a female voice machine. It is easy to tell if a machine 
is being used as all the numbers are spoken with an identical delivery. 
This female German numbers station had a rigid schedule and format. It 
also used a musical marker or interval signal - a four note tune rising 
up the scale: "so-la-te-do" played on some sort of electronic organ. 
This tune was aired for a five minute period before the hour. On the 
hour the woman would send the headings of each message to follow, for 
example: 


34324/05 67545/07 55433/11 34534/15 
11244/18 53466/21 32124/26 12334/29 
15566/33 12456/38 98676/41 75555/47 


The stroke symbol (/) was spoken as the word trennung. These headings 
were sent for exactly five minutes. As you can see, the two figure 
number after the first trennung symbol is "05", which indicates when 
message number 34323 is due to start. 


At five minutes past the hour there was a pause and the woman said 
"Achtung" and then the first heading was sent again but this time the 
"05,, was replaced by the number of five figure groups in the message. 


For example, 34324/22 meant that 22 five figure groups were in message 
34324. 


Example: 


"Achtung 34324/22. Achtung 34324/22 11223 24566 55454 46578 25555 
33367 57567 45585 34665 66477 58577 54888 01123 63645 58999 10122 
46547 09991" 


After this, "Achtung" was sent again, followed by the heading for the 
second message 67545/39, for example. As can be seen, the final message 
has a suffix "/47, which means that this message starts at 47 minutes 
past the hour. Presumably the recipient would listen to all of the 
headings in the first five minutes and then not need to listen again 
until the time his message was due to begin if, indeed, a message was 
intended for that recipient on that night. After the last message the 
word "ende" was sent and the station fell silent until five minutes 
before the next hour when the sinister-sounding electronic tones were 
sent again, heralding a new set of headings and messages. 


The frequencies and times were 
3217 kHz at 1800, 1900, 2000, 2100 
3820 kHz at 2000, 2100, 2100, 2200 


During the summer months in Britain the station kept to British Summer 
Time, i.e. UTC plus one hour. 


The same messages sent on 3217 were re-broadcast two hours later on 
3280 so if the first airing was missed there was still an opportunity 
to hear it. This was one of the very few numbers stations that changed 
its schedule when daylight savings was in effect. Most kept to the same 
UTC time so here was a tiny clue that the messages and the station were 
genuine. One could imagine that the agents involved would have a set 
monitoring routine somewhere in West German society and the schedule 
would be ordered so as to produce the least inconvenience to their 
routine. The same station also appeared during the day using the same 
format but with perhaps only half as much traffic as in the evening. 


This was the normal daytime schedule: 


5820 - 1000, 1100, 1200 
6450 - 0800, 0900, 1000 
(UTC times in winter, British Summer time in summer) 


There was apparently no connection between the traffic on the two 
frequencies. Only on three occasions did I note any additional broad- 
casts: once on 3820 the woman was heard with some kind of test trans- 
mission at 0500 but the signal kept switching on and off in the middle 


of the transmission, making it impossible to copy the full text. On 
another occasion the station was on 7625 at 2000 and 2100. The last 
unusual transmission was heard on 7430 at 2100. These were apparently 
"one-off' broadcasts and were not repeated. 


The great changes taking place in East Germany as the 1980's neared an 
end also changed the output from this station. Gradually the traffic 
lessened to a point where perhaps only two transmissions per night were 
heard - sometimes none at all. In the last days of this station the 
schedule became even more erratic and eventually fell to only once per 
week. Then, towards the end of April, 1990, the station vanished. It 
made me wonder if perhaps the whole shadowy world of numbers broadcasts 
was about to end, along with the careers of all those thousands of 
former East German agents. It certainly seemed so when another numbers 
station disappeared............ 


:: 8 NOTE [G18] 


This station had a very distinctive interval signal (musical marker) 
and it is difficult to describe the eerie feeling one got when hearing 
it. People who live near the sea know the sound of bells used to warn 
ships of foggy conditions. This interval signal sounded like a light- 
ship bell recorded on tape, except that the tape sped up or slowed 
down which made the bell sound very distorted. The tune was of eight 
notes, the first four descending down the scale, the last four rising, 
as: Fa - Me - Ray - Do - Ray - Me Fa - So." With all of the dynamic 
"wow" on the tape the whole thing sounded very strange. The female 
voice machine used was also unique. The woman had a very clipped, 
abrupt delivery - almost like a sergeant major barking out orders on 
a parade ground. 


The actual messages had a simple format. After the musical marker the 
woman would shout out the headings for the five figure groups to 
follow, which was usually for three or four separate addresses. As: 


34344/33 45455/22 35577/26 
Again, the "/" symbol was said as "trennung". 


After repeating these group headings for about two minutes, "Achtung" 
was sent and the message for the first recipient (34344) followed - 
in this case 33 five figure groups. After the transmission the gongs 
would usually start again, after which new texts were sent. 


This station used only 3258. It had an early morning schedule of 0400- 
Q600 UTC and a main evening schedule of 1700-2100. It also popped up 
once on 5415 at 2100 but to my knowledge this was not repeated. I 


might add that this station may have had extra transmissions during 
the middle of the day but reception on these frequencies at my 
location was usually not possible, making it very difficult to check. 


As with the previous station, towards the end of 1989 the schedule 
became increasingly chaotic, with the amount of traffic diminishing 
so that near the end the transmissions were aired only weekly. The 
station finally left the air around May, 1990.

>: SHORTWAVE MONITORING FACILITY IN CHECHNYA 


The following information appeared on the web site of Russian news 
agency Agentstvo Voyennykh Novostey on ist November. 


Vladimir Vernigora, the technical director and chief engineer of the 
Federal State Unitary Enterprise, the "Gradient" All-Russian Scientific 
Research Institute, informed AVN about the Russian monitoring facility 
in Chechenya. He stated that this facility was used successfully in 
Groznyy in the Argun gorge, in Novolaksk and other regions of Chechnya. 
The station can determe in real time the frequency, azimuth and location 
angle of a radio transmission source. The facility consists of three 
SOP-K (shortwave) automated stations for detecting and taking bearings 
on communication system signals and a TSU-K central station for control 
and determination of the location of radio transmission sources. Each 
station has its autonomous power supply and is housed in two cargo vans 
on KamAZ vehicles. The complex operates in the 1.5-30 MHz frequency 
range, with 360 degree bearing coverage. The facility's range is up to 
3,000 km.

:: HIGH POWER TRANSMISSIONS 


In the 70's, somewhere in the UKRAINE, experiments were performed 
using three 1000 Kw transmitters in parallel. The antenna consisted 
of 13 vertical towers in the shape of a parabola (as viewed from a 
airplane), various folded dipoles are strung between all these towers, 
it also had a very narrow bandwidth (ca 3 MHz), and a very narrow 
beamwidth (aprox 5-10 degrees).The result of this was the gain they 


obtained from this antenna was a staggering 38 dB !. The reference 
signal they used it against was a 1000 Kw transmitter with a 20 dB 
curtain antenna. The test signal was directed to the Washington / 
New York area. 


What happened was as follows. It started at 1000 Kw, and they incresed 
tx power and monitored rx signal strength in Washington. As the test 

tx power approched 2000 Kw they found that the received signal strength 
started to decrease. At 3000 Kw the received signal was almost gone, 
but why ? Radio Iosonde sounders and sattelites were then dispatched 

to analyze the signal. What they found was surprizing. At 3000 Kw and 
38 dB of antenna gain the tx signal was of such power that it was 
heating up a spot in the ionosphere but instead of creating a solid 
area of reflection they discovered they were actually burning a hole 

in the ionosphere and the signal was being shot off into space. They 
also noticed that in the area of the ionospheric hole had an effect 

on approching weather fronts. The weather fronts were being deflected 
around the ionospheric heated area, inadvertent weather modification. 
So they reduced the power, received signal strength improved, but not 
much over the reference signal. They experienced lots of fading 
especially when the ionosphere was unstable, that the solar winds would 
push & pull at this heated up areas of the ionosphere and moved it 
around. They did however notice that as the ionospheric hole decreased 
in size, they were also able to transmit a 2nd signal beamed to the 
same spot at much higher than the MUF and HPF, however the received 
signal was very unstable, because of the lack of symmetry and alignment 
in due the number of hops. This method has been used before, but just 
for one hop. The parabolic antenna was modified to a wider beamwidth 
(aprox 30 degrees) and the frequency range was expanded to 5.5-22.0 MHz. 
The result of this was a drop in gain to 29 dB, which is still fantastic. 
The high power tx program was cancelled, and soon after many of the 
engineers were laid off, but aprox 20-30 were provided safe passage our 
of the Ukrainian SSR and ended up in Alaska working on the US HAARP 
project.
